A. Rainbow Steel, Inc., La Mesa: On April 3, 2006, the Regional Board Executive Officer issued
Cleanup and Abatement Order No. R9-2006-0026 (CAO) to owners of several companies
operating at a metal fabrication business known as Rainbow Steel Inc., located at 8332 Case
Street, La Mesa. They include; 8332 Case Street Investment, LLC; Rainbow Steel, Inc.; Gamboa,
Inc.; Metro Steel; San Diego Custom Stone; Unique Fabrication Installation; Henry Gamboa; Tony
Gamboa; Ken Gamboa; Jally Gamboa; Raul Quintero; and Jorge Aragon. The CAO, issued for
violations of the Statewide General Industrial Storm Water Permit (97-03-DWQ), directs

the dischargers to implement Best Management Practices (BMPs), to conduct water quality
monitoring, and to submit monitoring and technical status reports. The first technical report is due
by June 15, 2006, requiring the dischargers to document that all tasks have been completed.
